SOUTH CHINA TRADE IN 1993. ~ 


From the trade reporia for 1893 publish- 
ad by orderof the Enspector Goneral of the 
Imperial Chinese Customs’ (just received) 
it appesra that the Onstome revenue for the 
year was only 2,034,993 Haikwan tuela, a 
doorease of 807,598 Hk, taele, as compared 
with 1892. Theopium revenue declined 
by 392,638 Hk. taels, almost 28 per cent, 
and the tea exports in foreign vessels fell 
off greatly ; there is no record showing to 
what extent the export in junka increased. 


Importa of Indian yarn sleo fell from 


157,000 to 121,000 picule, with “no cor- 
responding increase in junk imports. 

For the Kowloon district the total trade 
was the largest on record. the Ggures ahow- 
ing ac increase of over 11 per cent, as gom- 
pared with 1892, The principal increase 
was due to Kerosane being more and mnte 
carried in juoka instead of stesmers, ‘A 
reference to the sbipping tables shows that 
14,146 steam launches “in ballast” entered. 
and cleared at Kowloon in 1893 (in reality 
they were chiefly engaged in transporting 
passehgers interested in the gambling esta- 
sblishmenta at Kowloon .Oity.and | i 
po) against 7720 in 1892... over 
B million passengers being carried from 
Hongkong to these two places. Just as 
the year ended, thane establishmenta closed 
their dovrs undor orders from Peking, so

In o fow hours tho building 
cosaad to exiat, I¢ was burnt to the 
ground, Yeaving nothing behind it. but 
blackened gables and piecos of huge 
burning piles of ‘timber, When the 
Allies Gret saw the place it looked a gar- 
den of bliss and fairy tale, but the acene.

wandering amongst ‘an empire's duat ' 
anda heap of ruinr. Sir Hunry B. Loch 
wrote of this event ‘tho cloud of amoke 
driven ty the wind huog like a black pall 
over Pekiny! and that ‘the Emperor was 
punished for the violation of his word, 
and an act of trenchory toa ftag of true.’ 
Lord Wolseloy justitied tho burning of 
the Imperial Palace as San-Ko-lio-sin bed 
boon guilty of a great crime agairst the 
laws of war, and as it was uselesy to 
demand the eurrender of hia Tartar army, 
The action of Lord Elgin mot thé solumn 
approval of Hope Grant and Robert N«pier 
as it waa the only suhstantial method in 
his power to take vengeance for the said 
orime. {t certainly carried the studen} 
of history back to the days of Attills and 
Barbarossa, but in modern times Napoleon 
locked upon the burning of Moscow, and 
his third successor upon Buazelles, Lord 
Napier had to burn Magdala, Wolseley had 
sinco to burn Coomaesis, and Chelms- 
ford, Ulundi. It wae war, and the oniy 
way to bring the Chinese Emperor to his 
senses, and the destruction of the Summer 
Palate produced the, expected effect, for 
the only vulnerable point of a mandarin’. 

This Im- 
porial Windsor was- held as aacred ap we 
would do Westminster or the Tower of 
London. It dealt a heavy blow at Chinese 
pride and was a most convincing proof 
of our power.
